Residents hotly protest 
possible widening of 
Orange Grove Avenue 


Sierra Madre City Council chambers exploded 
Tuesday evening in a heavy turnout of Sierra Madre 
and Arcadia residents wishing to participate in the 
rablic hearing concerning the possible widening and/ 
■)' repaving of Orange Grove Ave. 

Councilmembers should have no doubt in their 
minds about how the people who live on that tree- 
l.nod, "country lane” type street on the south 
edge of Sierra Madre between Michillinda and Santa 
Anita feel about the question. Arcadians live across 
I he street south. 

Donna Woods’ question, "Is Orange Grove a 
residential street?” was the first barrage of the stand¬ 
ing-room-only audience to speak and she answered 
her own question when she reminded the crowd 
tiiat it could quickly become a main thorough¬ 
fare "and that’s dangerous.” 

She received the first of many rounds of 
applause that evening. 

David Maline talked on the "aesthetics of the 
street, shading, quaint atmosphere,” words that 
were used again and again throughout the tong dis¬ 
sertations. 

Bill Derrick asked the intended purpose of the 
pioposed widening of the street and pointed out 
the consequences: increased traffic, speed, lack of 
traffic controls, cost implications, danger, high noise 
levels. 

"It is not an effective use of the city’s re¬ 


sources.” He asked about relocation of power utility 
poles, removal of trees. "Would we want to have 
people avoid our business district because of the in¬ 
creased use of the thoroughfare?” 

John Gavorchin suggested that trees be relocated 
instead of cut down. He talked about a pothole 
in front of his home that eludes repair and he 
asked if there were underground water there or it 
it could be leakage in a water main. 

He described as a "raging riser" a ncaipy 
storm drain every time there’s a heavy rain. 1 hen 
he suggested that since the city has an easement 
on both sides of the street, why not prune back 
bushes on both sides of the street, "’lou can't 
erect a high fence yet there’s a solid wall of 
oleander at the curb line” and he noted that the 
pruning would give the illusion that the street is 
35 to 40 feet wide. 

"Why not install two stop signs. It's consistent 
with what we’ve done in the rest of the city,” 
he said. 

Mayor Clem Bariolai answered Gavorchin's 
question of who is prompting the idea of '.'.'deninn 
Orange Grove by saying, "It is recommended by 
the city of Arcadia and Sierra .Madre and the man¬ 
agement of both cities. We are looking to long¬ 
term effects.” 

Aksel Pedersen admitted that he wants the

Warrant issued for Percell’s extradition 


Phil Danielson, deputy states attorney for 
Chittenden County, Vermont, told The News Tues¬ 
day morning that he had filed a motion to extend 
the time of Jeffrey Percell’s commitment to custody 
in the state of Vermont. 

"Rather than take the chance of time expiring 
I chose to take this action. We have up to 60 days 
more if the motion is granted,” he said. 

Danielson said he understood that the warrant 
was mailed from California Gov. George Deuk- 
mejian’s office last Friday to the Vermont Governor, 
Madeline Kunin. From there it goes to Deputy 
Attorney General David Tarter who has been in¬ 
structed to expedite its being served on the defen¬ 
dant. 

This part of the extradition request is to 
return Percell to California. 

“Once it is served on the defendant a hearing 
will be held in Vermont District Court,” Danielson 
said. After it is served, the hearing will be held 
“shortly thereafter, probably on Jan. 12,” Danielson 
explained. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police 
Dec. 13 by showing them his drivers license 
and explaining that he was wanted in California. 
Vermont police ran a computer check and found 
that Percell was, indeed, wanted in California on 
a no-bail warrant on two counts of homicide. 


the murders of his mother and lather, Doris and 
John Percell, both of Sierra Madre. 

The Percells were found slain in their home on 
Liliano Nov. 16 by Sierra Madre Police Sgt. Larry 
Lutzow and Officer Rosie Sunderland. Mr. Pcreell’s 
employer had called local police, saying that 
the Sierra Madre man had not shown up for work 
for two days. 

The Percells had been bound and gagged 
and were found in separate bedrooms, shot, execu¬ 
tion-style. Tiiv..’ had been covered with quilts. 

Sheriff’s homicide representatives, Sgt. Ike 
Aguilar and Investigator Randy Hunicutt, Hew to 
Vermont immediately; however. Percell decided 
to fight extradition. .Aguilar told The News in mid- 
December that he believed Percell will be extradited. 

Percell remains in N'ermont on a no-bail war¬ 
rant. There is also a no-bail warrant waiting for 
him in Los Angeles. 

Aguilar said there is no information of Per- 
cell’s travels from the time he left Sierra Madre. 
He was last seen in Sierra Madre at the Percell 
home by Police Officer Lance Long the day before 
the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Percell were dis¬ 
covered. Long had gone to the home to inquire 
about the Percells and Jeffrey Percell told Long 
that his mother had taken his father to the 
hospital.

Tax law changes 

As the New Year brings resolutions 
designed to improve one’s lifestyle or 
lot in life, so does 1989 bring a host of 
legislated changes to California’s Sales 
and Use Tax Law and its Use Fuel 
Tax Law. 

Most notable of these changes is the 
enactment of a Taxpayers’ Bill of Rights 
which governs the assessment, audit 
and collection of sales and use taxes 
by the Board of Equalization. 

Among its principal provisions, 
the bill (1) requires the board to estab¬ 
lish the position of a Taxpayers’ Rights 
Advocate, (2) requires the board to ex¬ 
pand its taxpayers education program, 
(3) provides that the amount of revenue 
collected or assessed shall not be used 
to evaluate board employees, (4) entitles 
taxpayers to be reimbursed for fees 
and expenses related to a board hearing 
if the board finds that the staff actions 
are unreasonable, (5) authorizes the 
board’s executive officer to settle a 
disputed tax liability of $5000 or less, 
and (6) provides for the payment of 
litigation costs related to tax cases un¬ 
der specified circumstances. 

Other changes in the laws that took 
affect on the first day in 1989 include 
the following: 

• Certain charges for transporting 
landfill (such as sand, gravel or dirt) 
are exempt from sales and use tax. 

• The reinstatement fee imposed un¬ 
der the Use Fuel Tax Law is increased 
to $50. 

• The sale or use of fuel and petro¬ 
leum products purchased by an air 
common carrier for use in common car¬ 
rier activities on a flight whose first 
destination is foreign are now exempt. 

• Donations of property by retailers 
to specified organizations are no 
longer subject to use tax. 

• More youth organizations are added 
to the list of those who are not liable 
for sales tax on s4es of.food products, 
nonalcoholic oeverages and other tan¬ 
gible personal property made or pro¬ 
duced by their members. They are, 
however, required to pay the tax when 
they purchase the items or materials 
(unless they are otherwise exempt).

— Jan. 10, 1914: Sierra Madre was represented 
in the Rose Parade for the first time by Wil¬ 
liam B. Wright as an equestrian and by Forest 
Guard Gunther on his burro . . . Mrs. Anita 
Baldwin McCaughry head a float with a 
white peacock and received a prize for the 
most beautiful float. 

— Jan. 16, 1928: The first baby born in the 
incorporated city of Sierra was Hunter Mead, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Albert S. Mead. 

— Jan. 14, 1934: Treva Scott was chosen 
Pasadena Rose Queen of the parade. 

— Jan. 9, 1964: Sierra Madre’s float, “Paul 
Revere’s Ride, was awarded second place in 
cities under 15,000 population in the Rose 
Parade . . . The Carter family deeded land 
to the city; 1.42 acres adjacent to Bailey Can¬ 
yon were given by Paul and Annetta Carter. 


The city previously acquired 3.2 acres by friendly 
condemnation in late 1961, which, together 
with the parcel donated by Julie F. Henzey, 
daughter of N.C. Carter, the city’s founder, 
total about 5 acres of park land. 

— Jan. 4, 1959: A home with 5 baths on a 
lot 150 X 150 is up for sale for $29,500. 

— Jan. 1, 1979: Charles Brown was chosen 
Citizen of the Year . . . Sierra Madre pointed 
with pride to its “Tally Ho, the Fire Plug” 
which was in the Rose Parade . . . The Christ¬ 
ian Science group disbanded Dec. 31 . . .

Sierra Madre Search & Rescue 
participates in rescue Saturday

After searching all night in the snow, a crew 
from the Sierra Madre Search & Rescue Team 
successfully located a man Sunday morning after 
his friends reported him missing from a ski trip at 
Mountain High Ski Resort in Wrightwood. 

The Team received a call concerning the miss¬ 
ing skier, Steve Ensminger, who had failed to re¬ 
turn to the main skiing area at 5 earlier Saturday 
afternoon. 

Team members Lin Kroll, Arnold Gaffrey, Rob 
Nobles and Dick Sale responded to the call. At 
approximately midnight. Nobles, Gaffrey and Kroll 
arrived at Vincent Gap, at the foot of Mt. Baden 
Powell, in the northernmost part of the San Gab¬ 
riel Mountains, 6 miles from Wrightwood, Gulch 
to Mine Gulch, a remote Wilderness Area on the 
rugged East Fork of the San Gabriel River. After 


walking during the earliest hours of the morning, the 
trio reached Prairie Fork at 6:30 Sunday morning. 

Crew member Kroll set out from there to con¬ 
tinue the search and at 9:30 that morning, made 
voice contact with Ensminger. Kroll climbed up to 
Bear Gulch to find Ensminger, wet and cold. 
The two walked back to the camp at Prairie Fork, 
where the crew provided Ensminger with dry clothes 
and something hot to drink. 

After he was refreshed, the group walked f- -- 
15 minutes to a point where a Sheriff’s rescue 
helicopter could pick him up at 10:30. 

Ensminger explained that although he was an 
experienced Alpine skier, he apparently skied off a 
trail at Mountain High and became disoriented. 
He prudently decided to stay put and not to wander, 
even though he spent the night in below freezing 
temperatures.

potholes to remain “to keep the speed limit down on the 
street.” That got an appreciative chuckle from the 
audience. 

Jay Sineese pointed to the uniqueness of the 
area, the vegetation, trees, the charm. “Orange 
Grove is the front yard of Sierra Madre. We 
should keep our yard up,” he concluded. 

Chris Brown said, “I don’t see that the street 
width is really the issue. Trees and the function 
of the street are the issues.” 

Caroline Brown noted the need for trees be- 
cuase they “respirate and keep the soil from 
eroding. They change the air quality. They scrub 
the air, give us shade, reduce water loss.” 

. William Schmidt demanded to know why the 
meeting was not held in a hall that could house 
the huge crowd. 

Michael Delaney said, “For me this meeting is 
deja vu. I moved here 19 years ago and in the old 
city hall we had a meeting about storm drains 
on our side of the street. People in Sierra Madre 
haven’t changed their minds. 1 would consider an 
Environmental Impact Report” he warned the coun¬ 
cil. “There are many hidden costs. Trees can be 
killed because of disturbing their root structure. 
There could be sewer connection problems, curb 
costs, curb radius issues. A curb cut doesn’t reach 
my driveway and you’ll need to extend it to my 
house.” 

George Olefson objected because he, apparently 
as many other residents in the immediate area, did 
not receive a notice of the meeting. He added, 
“In my opinion, widening the street is preposterous. 
Resurfacing is fine.” 

Tom Olan talked of the great diversity of 
Sierra Madre and likes the fact that there is not 
one standard for trees, sidewalks. Great attention 
is paid to the needs and preference of individuals. 

Gary Lievre said that widening Orange Grove 
four feet would simply increase the speed on the 
residential street. “Now I have a hard time going 
out into the street from my driveway.” 

Mark Enkelaar said, “You’ve seen what is hap¬ 
pening in this public meeting. I’d find it incredible if 
you decide to widen the street.” 

Sue Galpert was “indignant” for not being 
notified of the meeting Tuesday evening. 

Mike Considine talked about school buses 
that stop on the busy street to pick up children. 
“We need stop signs.” 

Midge Morash represented the board of Sierra 


Madre Environmental Action Council and said they 
were in favor of paving, not widening the street. 

Oliver Northcote has lived on the street since 
1935 and gave a “plea for the trees.” He had dis¬ 
cussed the problem with Arcadia City Councilman 
Charles Gilb who had assured him that the nearby 
city council had not made a commitment one 
way or another. 

Northcote concluded his witty speech by asking 
the council not to take out all the dips in the street. 

Paul Donatelli is in favor of improvement of 
the street and wanted to know if the council 
would give him compensation for his hederow in 
case it would need to be removed in the street 
widening process. 

Tom Cook said, “This town loves the city. 
Please rellect on the message of the community, 
the unanimity of the voice and the love for this 
town.” 

Planning Commissioner Ross Tyree said, “Pave 
the road, repair the surface. Preserve and repair 
the drainage systems. I look at that country lane 
and couldn’t imagine anyone on the council taking 
down trees.” 

Fred Wesley said, “1 guess you’ve gotten the 
message. How about a joint hearing between both 
Arcadia and Sierra Madre City Councils? A lot of 
people not living on Orange Grove are concerned 
about this issue and are concerned about the speed¬ 
ing and no traffic enforcement. Lower the speed 
limit to 25. Grade the street from north to south 
and take out the crown. No curbs and gutters 
but a swale.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler explained that the 
idea of widening the street first came from Arca¬ 
dia when they began “receiving much pressure 
from Arcadia to look at this (widening of Orange 
Grove) as a possibility.” 

The Mayor explained to the audience that 
Arcadia City Council must have its own public 
meeting but that Sierra Madre could join Arcadia 
residents in attending this meeting. 

The matter will be continued to the next Sierra 
Madre Council meeting. 

In other matters, the Sierra Madre City Council 
will meet Monday, Jan. 23, 6 to 8 p.m., with Doug¬ 
las Ayres of Management Services Institute (M.S.I.) 
concerning a revenue/cost analysis report. He asked 
the council “Where do the taxes go and for what?” 
and explained that he would answer those questj(j|lP

“Homeowners should 
first check to be sure 
no leaves or other ob¬ 
structions are clogging 
the chimney. This will 
prevent the possibility of 
a roomful of smoke 
and a blaze in the home,” 
he says. 

Although there are 
many tools constructed 
for use in the fire- 

flue. If it’s even partly 
closed, smoke gets in 
the eyes.” The 
damper should remain 
open as long as the fire 
burns. When the fire 
cools, close it to prevent 
heat loss, Keeler adds.

Hamilton Park joins 
Park Watch program 


Hamilton Park in 
Upper Hastings Ranch 
will officially join the 
Police Department’s 
Park Watch program 
this week when a 
warning sign will be con¬ 
spicuously erected in a 
prominent spot at the 
park warning that a 
park watch program 
is in force. 

The park watch pro¬ 
gram entails a coopera¬ 
tive program between 
neighbors around the 
park and the police 
department. They keep on 
the alert for criminal or 
near criminal activity. 

The program in¬ 
volves five of the city’s 
30 parks and is designed 
to make the park a safe, 
wholesome, crime-free 
area for Pasadena resi¬ 
dents. It is similar to 
the widely known Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch Pro¬ 
gram. The signs will 
broadcast that near¬ 
by residents are keeping 
a close eye on their 
park. 

Jim Spear has 
relieved the well 
known police officer. Bob 
Hoyt, as the police repre¬ 
sentative for the Park 
Watch Program. 


Jim has a Master’s deg¬ 
ree in the physical 
sciences, has been Q'/i 
years on the Pasadena 
Police force and has 
lived in Pasadena for 
17 years. 

The Park Watch 
program was set up 
because of city-wide 
complaints about minors 
in possession of alco¬ 
hol and park loitering. 
Quicker police response 
to complaints is a goal 
of Park Watch. Each 
park in the city has a 
two-man team that 
patrols the park and is 
responsible for a specific 
area. 

Parks have not been 
big problems, Spear said. 
“However, we are trying 
to attack the prob¬ 
lems before they get 
out of hand. Other cities 
have had problems,” he 
pointed out. 

Jim says if you 
spot a problem call the 
Police Patrol Section, 
(818) 405-4501 and regis¬ 
ter your complaint. This 
is important as com¬ 
plaint statistics provide 
us with data on where 
problems are. If you’re 
not satisfied with the 
patrol section action. 


Jim wants you to call him 
at (818) 496-4551. He 
will contact the Neigh¬ 
borhood Crime Task 
Force. He said he 
would don a uniform 
and ride to the park 
scene himself 

if necessary. 

“Most problems in¬ 
volve juveniles congre¬ 
gating, drinking and 
leavng trash in the 
park. This opens the 
door to other activity. 
Let’s stop it before it 
escalates.” 

Jim told The News that 
he helped catch the 
Ranch burglar who rob¬ 
bed some 25 homes. This 
solved some 20 cases 
in December. Jim also 
added if you want a 
home security check, 
just call him and an 
officer will look over 
your house. An ounce 
of prevention is worth 
more than a pound of 
cure, he says.

The 100th Rose 
Parade is history now, 
but for John H. “Jack” 
Biggar 111, an Arcadia

His presidential year is 
over on Jan. 19 when the 
tour"ament heads into 
its second century with 
Don Fcdde as president. 

Biggar’s goal for the 
centennial celebration 
was to stage a success¬ 
ful, entertaining parade. 
He reports that in a year 
which saw some new 
things, such as a pre¬

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Arcadian honored as 
California ‘rising stari 
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Sherry Passmore-Cur- 
tis of Arcadia, a com¬ 
munity organizer and 
land-use consultant, 
has been named by the 
editors and writers of 
the Los Angeles Times 
as one of a select group of 
89 Southern California 
rising stars. The award¬ 
ees were selected be¬ 
cause of their potential 
to achieve greater 
fame and recognition 
while making a differ¬ 
ence in a changing, dyna¬ 
mic southland, according 
to an annoucement in 
the Los Angeles Times 
Magazine. 

Passmore-Curtis first 
became interested in 
land-use 15 years ago 
when she was asked to 
explain redevelop¬ 
ment, eminent domain 
and condemnation to 
some elderly citizens of 
Arcadia whose homes 
were in a potential re¬ 
development project. 


As she obtained copies 
of pertinent laws and 
studied the issue, she 
became convinced 
that it was not right to 
take land from private 
citizens and to turn that 
land over to other private 
individuals for the pur¬ 
pose of redevelopment. 


As she says, this “le¬ 
gal land grab” is what 
“got her going.” 

She has taken financing 
and funding mechanisms 
for government courses 
at UCLA and PCC. 
She joined the California 
Economic Development 
Association, com¬ 
posed of officials from 
cities, private corpora¬ 
tions and private in¬ 
dustry. With this back¬ 
ground and “a lot of self 
study,” Passmore-Curtis 
has become a self- 
employed consultant, 
working with individuals 
and groups who 
face potentially harming 
zoning decisions. 

Additionally, she 
has gone to the state 
level to work on 
laws “to reform 
redevelopment laws 
and abuses.” 


“Not all developments 
are bad,” according 
to the consultant who 
advocates responsible 
development, adding 
that cities can build 
and not destroy what has 
already been created. 

“There is a proper role 
of government which 
was envisioned by our 
founding fathers . . . 
that was to include par¬ 


ticipation by its citizens 
so that the government 
can work properly and 
fairly,” said Passmore- 
Curtis. 

She continues, “We 
are rapidly losing that 
concept of government. 
Most of the time, it is 
our fault for not being 
involved, for not 
understanding the pro¬ 
cess of government.” 

This 24-year Arca¬ 
dia resident has raised 
three sons and a foster 
boy, all Arcadia 
High School graduates. 
When the boys were 
younger, she was involved 
in PTA at Holly Avenue 
and Hugo Reid Elemen¬ 
tary Schools.

Parents of Anoakia 
School students have 
received notice that the 
school will close at the 
end of this year. The 
letter received on 
Friday from Lowry 
McCaslin of McCasIin 
Properties, owner of 
the site, was prompted 
by difficulties and mis¬ 
understandings in com¬ 
plying with city regula¬ 
tions, according to David 
Pinkerton, property 
manager. 

On Dec. 30 the 
Arcadia Fire Depart¬ 
ment tagged 10 modular 
classrooms as “unsafe 
for occupancy,” because 
the owners had not con¬ 
nected a fire sprinkler 
system in the structure 
in compliance with the 
conditions of a building 
code variance, approved 
by the City Council in 
August, 1988, 

according to Chief Jerry 
Gardner. 

Ten classrooms in a 
portable structure with 
a sprinkler system were 
brought to the campus; 
however, these fire 
retardant devices never 
were activated, added 
Gardner. 

In a letter from 
the Fire Department 
dated Dec. 16, the school 
was instructed “to hook 
up the sprinklers or 
don’t use those class- 


After Christmas vaca¬ 
tion, when students and 
teachers from these class¬ 
rooms returned to the 
school, they were relo¬ 
cated to the main build¬ 
ing on the campus, a 
home built in 1911 for 
Anita Baldwin. The 
school is still operating; 
however, because the 
regular rooms are not 
being used, it is “less 
than an optimum situa¬ 
tion,” said Pinkerton. 

He added that he had 
been under the im¬ 
pression that the sprink¬ 
ler system didn’t have to 
be done this year. How¬ 
ever, at a Jan. 3 meet¬ 
ing with city officials, it 
was made clear what has 
to be done. There are 
three options that the 
fire department has 
suggested, all necessitated 
because there currently 
is not a sufficient vol¬ 
ume of water to the pro¬ 
perty, according to 
Pinkerton. The options 
include bringing a new 
water line onto the pro¬ 
perty, separating the 
building and putting in 
2-hour fire walls. 

The owners are look¬ 
ing at all possibilities, 
added Pinkerton, who 
says that the main con¬ 
cern is to get kids back 
into their classrooms in 
a safe environment as 
soon as possible. 


Thvs will be done whe¬ 
ther the school returns 
to the site next year or 
not, stressed Pinkerton. 

In the meantime, it 
has been reported that 
directors of the 48-year- 
old educational facility, 
located at the corner of 
Foothill Blvd. and Bald¬ 


win Ave. in Arcadia, 
perties. “Things are 
changing daily,” 
according to a school 
director who asked not 
to be identified. She 
added that there is a 
“terrific group” of 
supportive parents at the 
school.
